REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claim 22 is allowable because the teachings of the prior art taken as a whole do 
not show or render obvious the combination set forth, including: the prior art reference 
DE 2915241 discloses a first compressive system 26 and a second compressive 
system 33. However, the second compressive system 33 is secured to the tension 
member 10 by a screw hole 34. Therefore, DE 2915241 fails to teach or discloses 
"mechanical deformation of the tension member only when slippage of the tension 
member through the device first occurs."
